trict for purchase. A large meeting:

this situation Country dwellers attend 
ed in large numbers and expressing 
their views they stated that-in most 
cases when they sent their money 2- 
way, it was because the town mer- 
chants did not carry the good or any 
reasonable kind of assortment to 
choose from. Realizing, however, that; 
it was to their interest to have a thriv 
ing town the country-dwellers agreed 
tht if the merchants would get to- 
gether, put in a good assortment of 
stocks. in all lines and keep their 
prices at a reasonable figure, they 
(the country dwellers) would for a 
trial of one year place all their bus- 
iness as far @s possible with the home 
town merchants, This was agreed to. 
The merchants ‘bot together, decided 
first to remodel and re- fresh their 
places of business and then put in @ 
large and well assorted stock in all 
linés. 

To make a long story short, im the 
space of six months no one could 
realize the change that had taken 
place .From a shack town it develop- 
ed into a main shopping centre of the 
country. Farm lands increased great- 
ly in value, the town merchants, 
broadened their activities to keep 
pace with the times, and money that 
used to be sent away to the large 
centres is a thing unheard of :
